Lord Stormont has been in town during the whole of this 
week, and as feveral meffengers have been fent from his Lord- 
fhip’s office to Oftend, it is imagined that the negociation with 
the Emperor for a treaty offenfive and defenfive, which has 
been fo long talked of, is ftill upon the tapis. 
Sir Henry Clinton certainly does not come home, but it is 
in agitation to give Lord Cornwallis, General Haldimand, and 
Sir Henry Clinton, commands independent of each other, and 
each to have a feparate Staff. 
We are very forry to inform the public, that Lord Rawdon 
enjoys fo indifferent a ftate of health in Carolina, owing to the 
heat of that climate, that he has fignified his intentions of re- 
turning home ; and his Lordthip is expected in town by one 
of the firft fhips of any force from Charteftown.

A private letter from Peterfburgh, dated July 13th, fays, 
“¢ That, on the 7th inftant, a courier was difpatched to Eng- 
land with orders and inftructions for Monfieur de Simolin, who 
is charged, as it is faid, co make fome reprefentations to the 
Court of London, in concert with the Swedifh and Danifh 
Minifters, refpeéting the war carried on ayainft the republic of 
the United Provinces of the Netherlands. 
«The day before yefterday, the Englifh Minifter received 
his Britannic Majefty’s anfwer to the preliminary propofals of 
peace, which have been made by the two ImperiahComrts to 
thofe of Great Britain, France, and Spain. Whilft we wait 
the refult of thefe benevolent propofals, we learn, that when 
the two Imperial Minifters -delivered them to Lord Stormont, 
he received them with great appearance of fatisfaction, previ- 
ous to their being laid before the King and his Council, de- 
claring, at the fame time, that though he could not forefee 
what refolutions would be taken on the fubject, yet he could 
venture to aflure them of himfelf, that, whatever might be the 
fuccefs of the deliberation, the pacific and impartial fentiments 
difplayed in the overtures made by the two Imperial Courts, 
would always be remembered and acknowledged with grati- 
tude.” 

The following letter was written from one of the officers of 
the La Azllande, the Dutch veffel which funk after the en- 
gagement with Adniirai Parker, to one of his friends at Ley- 
den, dated Aug. 15. 

«© T would not negleét to inform you, Sir, of our arrival in 
the Vlie. After having kept with the convoy during four days, 
we gave battle to an Englith fleet, confifting of feven fhips of 
the line, one of them of 96 guns, five of 70, one of 60, and 
one of 50. Of our feven hips there was but one of 70 guns, 
two of 68, three of 50, and one of 40. The engagement be- 
gan four minutes before eight o’clock, and lafted near four 


hours. ‘The fire continued with violence during the whole ac- 
tion. At laft the Englifh fleet, which had the weather page 


of us, making all their fail, it became impoffible for us to keep 
up with them. .After the action was over we difcovered forty 
inches of water in the pump, which increafed fo faft, that at 
two o'clock, a council of war having been held, it was deter- 
mined to throw all our artillery into the fea with the utmolt ex- 
pedition. This refolution was executed ‘as {peedily as pofhible, 
but the water {till kept gaining notwith{tanding the above pre- 
caution, and that all our pumps were at work to reduce jt, and 
we now had no other than the melancholy expeAation of fee- 
ing the fhip fink. ‘Thefe circumftances did not appear likely to 
haiten the Englifh in their retreat, efpecially as two other of 
our fhips had made fignals of their having fprung a Jeak ; and, 
at Jaft, after having tried every effort, we found ourfelves un- 
der a neceflity of quitting the fhip, and of getting into the Cor- 
vette L’Efpion, which change was made with the utmoft cool- 
nefs, though we had only our fmall boat, and that belunging 
to the Ejpion; our pinnace and long-boat having been demo-

lifhed in the aftion. Mr Baeten and myfelf were now forced 





to leave she fhip, the wate rentering between the decks, and 
were obliged to leave behind fome, whofe wounds were fo bad 
as to make it impofible to remove them. This tranfagtion took 
place about two o’clock in the morning, during a violent florm, 
accompanied with thunder, and lightwing, and very foon after 
the veffel track. The fhots that the had received under the 
water were innumerable, A great part of the action the fu- 
{tained the fire of a three-decker, and received, during the 
whole time, that of a 70 and a 50 gun fhip. A few minutes 
before the fhip funk, we faw the main-mait fall. Our lofs con- 
fifts of 25 killed and 45 wounded, feveral of which are not ex 
pected to recover ; among the killed is our fecoad mate, and 
our Corporal Major. 1 have loit every thing I had on board, 
as every one elle has. I hope to have the pleasure of feeing 
you foon ; in the mean time, I can allure you folemmnly we 
fought bravely, and that my men, who were flationed on the 
batteries, huzza’d above twenty times during the engagement. 
We fired abont 1500 balls, and our whole concern at prefent 
is, that we were not able to fave the ship.”

A Paragraph having appeared in your paper of the 8th in- 

(tant, intimating, that a riot had been raifed at the mar~ 
ket of Errol, by a fet of people ftiling themfelyes the: Woo! 
Club; vat the public may not be. isipofed upon by any litle 
defigning fellow, pleafe infert the narration of facts, as follows; 
—The term Wool Club was not at any time knowa ; but, in- 
decd, near a hundred years ago, many frauds had been com- 
mitted in retailing that moft valuable article in markets. To 
prevent, as much as poflible, the couatry being impofed on, 
the whole, or principal dealers in that article, entered into a 
bond of brotherhood, that they, as many as then were, or 
{hould in future enter into that branch of bufinefs, in the thires 
of Stirling, Perth, and Clackmannan, thould pay a {mall fum of 
money at entry, for having the countenance of their brethren; 
at fame time fign the rules of the Society ina book, which has 
been fometimes brought before magiltrates by refractory men ; 
and thefe regulations have hitherto been approven of. In cafe 
of any fraud committed by a member, he fubmits him- 
felf to be fined by his brethren. ‘The whole money exacted 
for fuch entry, is five fhillings for a head-wafhing, and ten {hil- 
lings fterling to be laid up for fupport of the poor widows or 
orphans of any brother ; and many of both have been relieved 
out of this fmall fund from their diftreffes. 

That wool was unpacked, as is faid by the complainer,. is 
utterly falfe. A finall quantity, as near as could be judged to 
be the value of the entry-money, was taken from the bings of 
two unfocial men, who refufed to join the brotherhood, in or- 
der, no doubt, that they might, in thefe markets, do as they 
thought fit, without challenge. On the whole, the defign and 
practice of the dealers in wool, in thefe places where the bro- 
therhood jfubfifts, is to prevent impofitions of any fort. ta the 
country, particularly by men of no name. ‘
